GENERAL NEWS

VIOLATION OF 
CONVICT LABOR 


LAW ALLEGED BY SEC. 


GOLDSMITH. 


Three Cent Fares—Plumbers Indict- 


ed—Traction Insurance—Mine 


Workers—Five Fines. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 11. — Secretary 


Goldsmith of the Ohio Federation of 
Labor, of Cleveland, appeared before 
the warden and board of managers of 
the Ohio penitentiary and complained 
that the new Wertz law regulating the 
employment of convict labor, which 
went into effect' on March 3 last, is 
being violated both in letter and spirit. 
The prison officials denied that such 
was the case. A difference of opinion 
was developed as to the construction 
of the law. Mr. Goldsmith said that 
new convicts were being employed in 
violation of the law, and announced 
that the federation would bring pro- 
ceedings in the case of each separate 
convict received since last March to 
prevent his employment. 


Three-Cent Fares. 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 11.—At a meet- 


ing of the city council which had been 
called to consider the street railway 
problem, in view of the decision last 
Monday of the supreme court of the 
United States, the Cleveland Electric 
Railway company made a proposition 
regarding the lines on which the court 
held its franchise had expired. The 
company presented an offer to con- 
tinue to operate these lines to make 
all fares, whether cash or tickets, on 
a 3-cent basis from now till the adver- 
tisement and sale of the new fran- 
chises. The offer also provides that 
if the receipts of the company show 
any surplus after operating such ex- 
cess will go to the city. 


Ashtabula Plumbers Indicted. 


Ashtabula, O., Jan. 11.—The mem- 


bers of the Ashtabula Master Plumb- 
ers' association, otherwise known as 
the plumbers' trust, were indicted by 
the grand jury at Jefferson for alleged 
violation of the anti-trust laws in 
maintaining an organization in re- 
straint of trade. 
There were seven 


counts in the indictment. The men 
indicted are Frank E. Smith, Earl M. 
Burroughs, George H. Ford, John For- 
man, Adelbert D. Mills, William Orris, 
George B. Paine, T. H. Paine and Her- 
bert R. Burke. 
Burke is the city 


plumbing inspector. Smith is the sec- 
retary of the association. 


Traction Insurance. 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 11.—Representa- 


tives of traction interests in the east 
and middle and central west, repre- 
senting many million dollars in street 
railway and interurban traction prop- 
erties, met here and decided upon the 
formation of four insurance compa- 
nies. The object of the formation of 
these companies is to carry the insur- 
ance on this kind of property, and it 
is stated that the insurance on over 
$100,000,000 represented in the meet- 
ing was pledged to the new organiza- 
tlon«. 


Caused Five Fires. 


Bellaire, O., Jan. 11.—An increase 


In the natural gas pressure started 
five fires in the residence district. The 
family of Fred Biskel, five in number, 
were carried out unconscious. A young 
son of Harry Biskel may not recover. 


New Assault on Bead Act. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 11.—A new at- 


tack on the constitutionality of the 
Beal municipal local option law wag 
made in the supreme court by ex-Rep- 
resentative Dudley P. Wayne of Cin- 
cinnati, representing saloonists just 
outside of Hartwell, arrested for vio- 
lating th« Sunday closing law. The 
point raised is that either the Beal 
law is unconstitutional or there is no 
Sunday closing law applying to the 
territory outside of municipalities. 
The Beal law repeals the old Owen 
Sunday closing law, but its first sec- 
tion attempts to re-enact the Sunday 
law. A later section provides that all 
fines imposed under the Beal act shall 
go to the municipality where collected, 
On this Wayne turns his point. 


United Mine Workers. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 11. — Dr. Jp. B. 


Harper, representative from Sutamit 
county and chairman of—the house 
committee on mines and mining, ad- 
dressed the Ohio Mine Workers' con- 
vention. He said the legislative meas- 
ures urged by the miners were gener- 
ally fair and he was glad to support 
them. The convention adopted a mo- 
tion declaring that it could not under 
any circumstances invite State Sena- 
tor Pollock to the convention to ex- 
plain his alleged opposition to mining 
interests at the last session of the leg- 
islature. 


Henri Run Down. 


Cincinnati, O., Jan. 11.—A telegram 


was received by Chief of Police Milli- 
ken from Washington, D. C-, saying 
that Clarence Henri, the Englishman 
indicted for the theft of "The Girl 
Knitting" picture from the Cincinnati 
Art museum, and who was one of nine 
men to escape from the Hamilton 
county jail Dec. 23, is under arrest in 
Washington. There is but one of the 
nine men who escaped still at large, 
John Southgate, alias Sutton. 


Refused Reinstatement. 


Cincinnati, O., Jan. 11. — Chairman 


Herrmann of the national baseball 
commission stated that the petition of 
Player James Sebring for reinstate- 
ment to good standing in baseball will 
DC refused. "That means that Sebring 


will not be able to play with an organ- 
ized baseball team outside of the Tri- 
state league of Pennsylvania," said 
Mr. Herrmann. Sebring is under con- 
tract to the Chicago National league 
club for the next two years. 


Iron Furnace Men's Request. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 11. — The state 


railroad commission met to consider 
the complaint of the Ohio Shippers' 
association against the demurrage sys- 
tem. The iron furnace men asked to 
be made parties to the case that their 
grievances might be heard, and the 
commission decided to grant their re- 
quest and set Feb. 26 as the date for 
a further hearing.

gation to ascertain the number of fa- 
talities that occurred a.t the Eliza fur- 
naces of the Jones & Laughlin Steel

Averted In the House. 


Washington, Jan. 11.—By a vote of 


70 to 1 the senate passed the meas- 
ure providing that railway employes 
who are engaged in the handling of 
trains shall not work more than 10 
consecutive hours, which period is to 
be followed by 10 hours off duty. The 
one negative vote cast was by Senator 
Pettu<=. The b;!l which was finally 
passed was a substitute offered by 
Senator Lofollette, and not in pi int. 
It was amended iii several respects by 
the Sfnate. The bill provides that un- 
der cprtain contingencies and in case 
of accident the time fixed may be ex- 
cepdf-d. 
TTie enforcement of the law 


is placed ia the hands of the inter- 
state commerce commission a«d the 
federal courts, the penalty provided 
being a fine of not less than $1UO nor 
more than 51,000. The act is to apply 
to trains doing an interstate or for- 
eign commerce business. 


Senator Tillrnan gave notice he 


would address the senate Saturday on 
tae Brownsville affray, and Senator 
Foraker announced he would endeavor 
to get a vote on the investigation res- 
olution on that day. 


Representatives Mahon (Pa.) and 


Gaines (Teiin.) were only prevented 
by efforts of friends from meeting in 
a peisonal encounter on the floor of 
the house. Mr. Gaines was making a 
speech on his so-called docking bill to 
dock members for absence from th& 
floor of the house, when he made the 
charge that Mr. Mahon was absent 
from tiie lioor 95 per cent of the time.

VERDICT 


In the So-Called Tobacco Trust Trial. 


Individuals Acquitted. 


New York, Jan. 11.—A jury in the 


United States circuit court returned 
a verdict in the so-called "tobacco 
trust" trial. The jury acquitted Carl 
Jungblulh aad Howard B. Young on 
all the counts charging conspiracy in 
restraint of trade and combining to 
control the licorice paste industry, but 
finds the MacAudrews & Forbes com- 
pany and the J. S. Young company 
guilty on two counts, one of forming 
an illegal combination and the other 
of being a monopoly. The corpora- 
tions named, which were joint defend- 
ants with Jungbluth and Young, were 
acquitted of the charge of conspiracy. 
Counsel for the defendant companies 
at once 'moved for an arrest of judg- 
ment, and Judge Hough will hear ar- 
guments on the motion next Monday.

Alleged He Is Conducting the Case In 


an Arbitrary Manner and Is Over- 
stepping the Bounds of Lav; — Ex- 
citement 
Subsides 
at 
Jackson. 


Prosecution Elated. 


Jackson, Ky., Jan. 11.—The trial of 


Judge James Hargis on the charge of 
participating in the assassination of 
Dr. D. B. Cox in this city, three years 
ago, was suddenly postponed here as 
the result of a writ of prahiHtion 
issued by the court of appeals of Ken- 
tucky. 


The writ was granted upon the ap- 


plication of Attorney General X. B. 
Hays and James B. Adpms, common- 
wealth's attorney for tho Second judi- 
cial district. 
The petitioneis allege 


that Special Judge William Carnes of 
AVilliamstown, who was appointed by 
Governor Beckham to try the case of 
Judge Hamis and others chaiged with 
the assassination of Dr. Cox, is con- 
ducting the trial in an arbitrary man- 
ner and is overstepping the bounds of 
the law. 


The principal objection to Judge 


Carnes was his ruling that temporar- 
ily suspended Sheriff Breck Crawford 
and the naming of Robin Burton as 
elisor. 
The petitioners 
allege that 


Judge Carnes has directed the elisor 
to summon bystanders for the jury, 
which is in violation of a statute 
passed at the last session of the legis- 
lature. 


The writ of prohibition has wrought 


a great change in the feeling of the 
people of this city. Judge Carnes said 
that he thought the writ could be dis- 
missed on a demurrer, which he would 
file when he reached Frankfort. The 
excitement has subsided and the town 
is almost deserted. 


Judge Hargis appears to be bewil- 


dered by the writ. It is the hardest 
blow that has come to him in any of 
his trials, and the, prosecution is much 
elated.
